QUAINT METHODS OF BARBERS

Experiences of a Globe Tretter
With Tomserial Artists in
Various Places.

Accustomed to the deft dexterity of
the up-to-date barber, the FHriton who,
in the course of a tour of the world,
placed himaelf unressrvedly in the hands
of the tonsorial artiets In the wvarlous
countries visited, would have soms sur-
prising experiences to relate on his re
turn home.

Nearly all the barbare o Tripoll are
Itallans, and the shops afe as well
equipped as thoss of the Itallan oities,
The native Arab barbers require only a
pair of scissors, a pair of clippars, and a
raror for thelr equipment. They ereot
their temporary ashops in the market
plnces by spreading some matling over a
few poles. Arabs have their heads
ahaved, Kkeeping the halr short so that
the white akull oap, over which the fea
Is worn, will fit closely,

There are many barbers In Museat,
Oman, but no barber shops. Wealthy
persons are attended In their own homes,
while the poorer clagses are ahaved In
the basaars. Both customer and barber
sit on A mat facing each other. It Is
cuntomary to shave the entire hsad.

In Aden the barbers are Hindus, whe
gonarally eall at the homes of thelr ctis-
